Pissarro was a constant beat at the heart of the 
Impressionist movement as participant, artist, 
teacher, adviser and friend. He was not only 
regarded as the unifying figure of the Impressionist 
group, but was revered by the artists he mentored, 
including Cézanne, Gauguin, Seurat, van Gogh and 
Matisse. Pissarro also worked closely with artists 
such as Monet, Renoir and Degas, who were among 
his closest friends. 


Pissarro is best loved and remembered for his 
distinctively picturesque landscapes: original and 
tender compositions of clouds and smokestacks, 
green pastures, horses and steam trains all 
harmonised by a delicate accord of vibrating 
brushstrokes, tones and colours.
